A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
for  the  removal  of  accidents  and  other  cases  to  Hospital..  , This  service  , 
has  provod  adequate. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Unfortunately'-  under  the  prosont  conditions  thoro  is  no  private  . 

Nursing  Association  in  the  district,  previously  the  district  had  two  District 
.Nurses  available  under  a private.  Nursing  Association  at  Donaby  Main. 

I am  of  oho  opinion  that  at  least  one  District  Nurse  should  bo 
available  for  work  within  the  district,:  and  1 am  doubtful  if  one  nurse 
would  bo  . able  to  fulfil  all  the  palls. -made  in  connection  with  this  most 
desirable  facility  for  the  area. 

(d)  CLINICS. 

• Ante-Natal  and  School-  Clinics  aro  hold  at  the -Church  Read  , Donaby 
Main,  and  Cenisb  rough  Wolf ate  Centre.  The  latter  is, a weekly  Clinic  opened 
on  Monday  citornoon  in  connection  with  Ante-Natal  and  Infantile  care. 

The  Church  Read,  Donaby  Main  Clinic  is  open  all  wbok,  provision 
being  made  hero  for  school  dental  services,  dental  services  for  expectant  . 
..mothers  and  Ultra-Violet  light  treatment,  and  on  Thursday  of  each,  week  one- 
hour  for  immunisation  purposes  against  Diphtheria. 

An  Bar,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic,  an  .Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  Paediatric 
Clinie  are  provided  for  the  treatment  of  children  of  your  area, at  the  • 

Montagu  Hospital,  Moxborough. 

(o)  - HOSPITALS. 

Tho  Council  are  a constituent  authority  of  the  Doncaster  and 
Mexborough  Joint  Hospital  Board  , Tho  hospital  is  situate  at  Conisb rough 
and  rocoivos  patients'  for  tho.  following  diseases:-. 

Diphtheria,;  ■ Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid.  Fever,  C or  obro— Spinal  Fever, 

Enteric  and  Para-typhoid  Fever.  The  Board  have  also  a Small  Po'x 
Hospital. 

A motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  tho  Joint  Hospital  Board,  for  tho 
purposes  of  ronovci  +,o  Hospital,  cases  suffering  from  Infectious 
Diseases.  The  Joint  Hospital  Board  also  provide  facilities  for  tho 
disinfestation  of  clothing  and  bedding  at' a small  charge  to  tho  Authority. 

Tho  Fullertont  Hospital  covers  most  of  tho  acute  medical  and 
surgical  work  of  your  Urban  District. 

A Mortuary  is  provided  at  tho  Council  Offices  by-  the  Local 
Authority.

The  prevalence  of  Hoaslcs  was  narked  this  yoar,  104  cases  being 
notified  as  against  5 the  previous  year,  but  the  incidence  of  Scarlet 
Fover  was  lowcf,  only  being  20  notified  this  yoar  compared  with  46  tho 
previous  year.  Diphtheria  is  also  declining,  and  only  5 notifications 
wore  received  this  year  with  no  deaths,  compared  with  20  notifications 
the  previous  ycr.r  with  one  death.  There  wore  3 eases  of  Infantile 
Paralysis  and  outbreak  of  which- occurred  in  this  country  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease.

The  number  of  cases’ on  tho  Tub  ore  ulb  sis  Register 'for  your  area  at  tho 
end  of  the  year  was' ’90.  I am  quite  satisfied  regarding  tho  efficiency  of 
notifications  of  Tuberculosis  in  your  area, 

The  birth-rate  continues  high  and  with  the  high  figure., of  27*7  ",;r 
1947  it  is  anticipated  that  the  infants  dasesswill  bo  unus ally  .large  in  tho 
year  1952.  The  infant  death-rate  is  showing  wide  variations  but  it  is  thought 
that  tho  rate  will  steady  in  tho  next  fow  years  at  about  40  por  1,000  live  births. 
I consider  tho  health  statistics  for  this  yoar  to  b-o  quite  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  Gontloncn,  I have  to  thank  all  tho  officers  of  tho  Coniv  dd 
for  the  co-operation  providing  the  information  I have  required,  and  in  parr  lev  d 
for  tho  assistance  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  given  no  in  compiling  this  Report,

CONISBROUGH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gontlomon, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  a Report  on  tho  work  done 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Department  which  includes  the  Public  Cleansing 
Service,  which  unfortunately  duo  to  the  pressure  of  work  was  not  completed 
in  time  to  bo  incorporated  in  tho  Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report,  and  under 
the  circumstancos,  I nfust  tender  an  apology  to  you. 

WAT  JR  - SUPPLIES. 

The  supplies  in  this  district  are  obtained  from  boreholes,  tho 
water  being' pumped  by  the  Doncaster  and  Ticlchill  Joint  Water  Board  and  the 
National  Coal  Board,  tho  supplies  being  purchased  from. these  authorities. 

A portion  of  this  water  is  delivered  into  a service  reservoir 
situate  at  Conanby,  but  the  majority  of  the  water  is  supplied  to  this 
district  directly  out  of  the  service  mains  as  they  enter  tho  district,,  and 
thus,  a constant  supply  is  obtained  within  the  area. 

PURIFICATION. 

A portion  of  tho  supply  purchased  from  the  N.C.B.  is  treated  for 
hardness,  followed  by  a filtration  process,  but  no  further  treatment  is 
undertaken  by  tho  authority,  whilst  the  Doncaster  'and  Tickhill  Joint  Water 
Board  supply  receives  no  treatment  at.  all  . 

ANALYSIS . 

30  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  Bactoriol  analysis  by 
the  Conisbrough  Urban  District  Council  and  the  National  Coal  Board  during 
the  year. 

Eight  of  these  samples  contained  calif  orm  bacilli  in  a lOOcc , 
and  are  classed  as  a 2nd  class  water  supply. 
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CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 


Nine  reports  of  this  type  of  analysis  aro  available  and 
appear  to  be  satisfactory  although  the  supply  is  dofinitcly  hard  and 
tho  hardnoss  is  of  a temporary  character, 

SUPPLY . 


The  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  within  tho 
district  is  4,040. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SMERAGE. 

No  extensions  to  tho  sewers  or  sowago  works  havo  boon  made 
during  the  year  but  one  anticipates  such  extensions  will  bocomc  necessary 
if  the  future  housing  programme  as  proposed  by  tho  Housing  Committoc  is 
put  into  offoct  during  tho  next  few  yoars,  or,  alternatively  if  local 
industries  arc  dovolopcd  upon  any  scale.  Furthermore,  in  times  of  heavy 
rain  the  present  storm  water  facilities  appear  to  rc^uiro  review  to  romovo 
tho  nuisance  of  theflooding  of  cortain  ports  of  tho  district  with  tho 
resultant  nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  living  in  those  aroas. 

Repairs  to,  and  additional  connections  have  boon  mado  to  tho 
existing  drainage  during  tho  year  and  thcro  has  boon  an  increaso  in 
notifications  to  this  department  of  tho  proposed  alterations  and  for  repairs, 
especially  in  tho  Conisb rough  area,  but  Denoby  appears  to  bo  remarkably  free 
from  drainage  troublos.,  the  standard  of  workmanship  with  regard  to  this  matter 
is  considerably  improving  in  this  area. 

CLOSET  ACCOMI'DDAT  ION . 

There  aro  at  present  within  the  district  the  following  forms  of 
sanitary  convonionc o : -

Councils  policy  of  convorting  these  undosirablc  typos  of  sanitary 
convenience  is  very  commendable,  but  unfortunately  the  local  builders  con 
obtain  plenty  of  more  congonial  repairs  and  although  they  undertake  this 
work  by  contract,  the  spood  with  which  it  is  accomplished  leaves  much  to  bo 
desired,  in  fact,  I am  in  agroomont  with  the  opinion  which  has  boon  expressed 
in  the  Council  Charhor  that  only  by  adopting  direct  labour  methods  will  this 
work  be  accomplished  boforo  a number  of  years  have  olapsod. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 


It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in 
connection  with  pollution  with  the  rivers  or  streams  within  the  district. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

Complaints  have  been  made  with  regard  to  tho  output  of  undosirablo 
material  oxhaustod  into  tho  atmosphoro  as  products  of  combustion  and  it 
appears  an  appropriate  time  for  the  installation  of  atmospheric  pollution 
recording  equipmont  for  tho  purpose  of  obtaining  a true  picture  of  tho 
conditions  appertaining  in  the  area.  Unfortunately,  whilst  the  use  of 
inferior  fuels  for  firing  purposos  is  adhorred  to,  which  possess  a lower 
B.T.U  output,  a cortailn  incroaso  in  undosirablo  products  of  combustion  must 
be  cxpectod,  unless  boiler  capacity  is  increased  or  combustion  chambers  are 
so  designed  with  a biggor  area  to  burn  more  of  this  material  to  obtain  tho 
same  output  without  creating  a nuisance. 

Whilst  the  country  is  its  prosont  economical  difficulty  one  has  to 
accopt  a docrcaso  in  tho  standards  although  this  appears  most  undesirable,  but 
it  is  desirable  that  a true  record  of  this  deeroaso  should  bo  recorded  so  that 
at  a future  date  an  improvement  on  this  standard  can  be  domondod  and  tho 
undosirablo  standard  is  only  allowed  as  a temporary  moasuro.

HOUSING. 

G3NE5.&  OBSERVATIONS  OP  THE  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  housing  conditions  in  the  district  is  causing  groat  concorn 
amongst  a considerable  portion  of  the  publicand  I propose  to  doal  with  this 
under  two  headings : - 

(l)  Those  already  housed.  (2)  Thoso  desiring  housos 

Conditions  found  as  a result  of  complaints  reveals  that  tho 
general  standard  appertaining  in  tho  district  is  declining;  tho  number  of 
repairs- required  is  considerably  increasing,  in  fact,  thoro  arc  few  housos 
in  the  district  which  can  still  bo  called  first  class  proporty  requiring  no 
repairs,  and  landlords  cannot  altogether  be  ^-lamod  for  their  condition. . 

Labour  for  this  work  is  one  of  the  primary  causes  of  dolapidation  in  this 
area;  insufficont  building  staff  is  available,  landlords  report  that  they 
have  given  tho  works  specified  to  a certain  builder  and  upon  onquiry  at  tho 
builder's  , I find  this  statement  is  correct  but  the  builder  usually  has 
too  much  work  on  to  execute  the  works  specifiod  immediately  or  is  unable 
to  obtain  certain  materials  and  is  disinclined  to  commonco  work  until  ho 
has  all  the  mctorials  requirod.  This  causes  considerable  extra  work  in 
inspections  and  enquiries,  but  tho  rosult  is  always  tho  same  that  tho  house- 
holder has  to  suffer  the  inconveniences,  what  would  perhaps  have  boon  a simple 
repair  by  the  time  it  is  attended  to.  has  bocomo  a major  ropair  of  considorablo 
expense,  “ 5 "*

General  Observations  of  Housing:  Conditions  Co  n td : - 

The  nost  unfortunate  aspect  of  this  position  is  the  fact  that 
under  these  conditions  the  builders  cannot  catch  up  with  tho  dclapidation 
and  unless  steps  are  taken  in  tho  immediate  future  housing  conditions  as 
wo  knew  then  will  be  a thing  of’  the  past.  A considerable  portion  of 
hw  elder  property  in  the  area  requires  drastic  action  to  doal  with  it, 
ut  this  brings  no  to  ny  second  point. 

Those  desiring  houses . 

There  is  within  this  area  a considerable  number  of  pooplo  desiring 
houses  briefly:- 

(a)  Those  persons  who  were  before  tho  war  requiring  re-housing. 

(b ) Tho  children  of  those  days  (before  the  war)  who  are  parents  of  to-day 
and  are  living  with  their  parents  or  in  unsuitable  overcrowded 
conditions . 

(c)  Those  persons  living  in  dolapidatod  old  property  which  would,  had 
things  boon  norral,  not  been  allowed  to  servo  this  purpose  for  so 
long. 

(dl  Tho  segregation  of  those  families  where  certain  diseases  are 
found  in  overcrowded  conditions. 

A considerable  number  of  now  houses  arc  required  to  moot  those 
demands  in  tho  area  and  it  does  appear  unfortunate  for  the  area  that 
permission  cannot  bo  obtained  for  more  rapid  development  of  tho  housing 
project  thafc  the  Co  line  il  has  approved,  With  regard  to  tho  repairs  required, 
"eons  will  have  to  ho  found  to  ensure  that  notices  ore  enforced  without  this 
considerable  delay.  Perhaps  the  proposed  idea  of  supplementing  the  present 
labour  forco  available  in  the  district  would  be  one  means  of  overcoming 
this  difficulty.

Inspections  have  been  carriod  out  of  the  producer’s  promisos  and 
the  dairies  used  by  wholesalers  and  rotailers  in  tho  district.  Those  havo 
boon  found  to  bo  in  a satisfactory  condition  at 'the  timo  of  inspection. 
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contd:- 


Tho  conditions  of  tho  vehicles  used  for  rotr.il  purposes  aro  such 
that  in  numerous  cases  they  require  replacement  and  I an  informed  that 
application  to  purchase  new  vehicles  have  boon  made  by  the  owners  and  it 
is  hoped  that  these  will  bo  forthcoming  in  tho  near  future. 

There  has  boon  no  additions  to  or  deletions  from  tho  register  of 
retailers  and  producers  during  tho  year  and  the  quantity  supplied  has  not 
decreased.  Most  of  this  is  heat  tested  milk. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  supply  of  meat  for  the  district  is  still,  obtained  from  tho 
M.O.P.  slaughter  house  at  Sheffield  and  delivered  to  a central  point  in  tho 
district  for  distribution  to  tho  local  butchers.  Complaints  aro  sometimes 
received  with  regard  to  transportation  and  I an  of  tho  opinion  that  this 
could  still  bo  improved. 

The  butchers'  shops  upon  inspection  have  proved  satisfactory,  but 
the  conditions  appertaining  in  the  making  up  have  not  all  been  made  satisfactory 
in  accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  tho  Food  & Drugs  .Act,  1938*  Hero  again 
difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necossary  building  labour 
and  materials,  and  permits.

This  service  afforded  to  the  Community  is  expanding  wiht  the 
increased  housing  being  made  available  in  the  district,  and  the  policy 
of  the  Cpuncil  with  regard  to  the  abolition  of  the  ashpits  in  the  district, 
although  a commendable  step  in  the  right  direction,  makes  it  necessary  that 
the  whole  of  the  district  will  receive  weekly  attention  instead  of  a 
portion  receiving  monthly  attention  as  at  present. 

Unfortunately,  the  new  vehicles  ordered  have  not  yet  been  received, 
and  additional  expendituto  must  be  expended  to  keep  the  decrepit  existing 
vehicles  in  a road  worthy  condition.
